To the inhabitants of the Town of Ossipee qualified 
to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in Center Ossipee, in said Town of Ossipee on the First 
Tuesday of March, next, at ten o’clock in the forenoon 
of said day to act on the following articles, the polls to 
remain open until six o’clock in the afternoon of said day. 


Article 1. To choose a selectman for three years, 
library trustee for three years, cemetery trustee for three 
years, town clerk, tax collector and two auditors for one 
year and all other officers and agents required by law 
to be elected or nominated at the annual meeting. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to alter the 
hours during which the Polls shall remain open. 

You are also notified to meet at the Town Hall on 
the first Tuesday of March, next at seven thirty o’clock 
in the afternoon to act on the following articles. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the ensuing year the following sums of 
money for the following purposes:

Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to sell any property taken by tax title or 
otherwise. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to withdraw from surplus an amount not 
to exceed the sum of ten thousand dollars for establishing ~ 
a public beach and recreation area on Ossipee Lake. (Ap- 
proved by Budget Committee). 


Article 7. “To take the sense of the qualified voters 
whether the amendments of the Constitution proposed 
by the 1971 session of the General Court shall be approved.” 
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Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
and impower the planning board to approve or disapprove 
in its discretion new subdivisions and plats thereof showing 
streets or the widening thereof, or parks and upon the 
adoption of this article it shall be the duty of the Town 
Clerk to file with the Registry of Deeds of the County of 
Carroll a certificate of notification showing that said plan- 
ning board has been so authorized, giving date of author- 
ization as provided in Section 19 and Section 19-29 in- 
clusive and Section 34, Chapter 36 of the N. H. RSA 1969. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to become 
a member of the Regional Planning Commission, now or- 
ganized and named the Lakes Region Planning Commis- 
sion. This commission will have membership of at least 
two municipalities and will have jurisdiction over the 
planning region deliniated by the office of state planning. 
The objectives of the commission will be to plan for and 
encourage regional planning analysis, provide consensus 
on major problems of regional concern and to assist in the 
effectuation of projects within, and which extend beyond 
the boundaries of a particular town. 


The Commission will have only the authority con- 
ferred on it by Chapter 36, Section 45-53 RSA 1969, and 
will be an advisory commission to local governments in 
the region. 


Members of the Commission shall be appointed by 
the Selectmen in accordince with State law. Two repre- 
sentatives will be appointed from Ossipee. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to reclassify 
Polly’s Crossing road to read: Polly’s Crossing road shall be 
a class V Highway entering from Bennett Street to a 
distance of approximately two tenths miles. From that point 
to a point of intersect by so called Abbott Road, Polly’s 
Crossing road shall be a Class VI Highway. The balance of 
Polly’s Crossing road from Abbott Road to Route No. 16 
shall retain a class VI rating. 
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Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to abandon 
Section No. 88, Chick road, a distance of .31 miles. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to abandon 
Section No. 150, Old Tuftonboro Road from and to Sec- 
tion No. 56 Tuftonboro road, a distance of approximately 
12 miles and to make Old Tuftonboro road subject to 
gates and bars. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to abandon 
Section No. 87, Thompson Mill road, a distance of .08 miles. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to reclassify 
Section No. 81, Beacham Hill road as follows: Beacham 
Hill road shall be a Class V highway from Route No. 171, 
Water Village Section No. 42, a distance of approximately 
one tenth mile ending at further corner of driveway of 
present Ralph Brownell property. From that point to a 
distance of approximately nine tenths miles along Beacham 
Hill road, it shall be a class VI highway. The present por- 
tion of Beacham Hill road off Section No. 42, Route No. 171, 
Ossipee end, a distance of .86 miles, shall be re-classified 
from Class VI to Class V. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to reclassify 
Section No. 155 as follows: The Southerly portion of Sec- 
tion No. 155 at a point of intersect by Section No. 70 shall 
be abandoned and shall be subject to gates and bars. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to abandon 
Section No. 68, Young Road, a distance of .27 miles from 
Brown’s Ridge road to end. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to reclassify 
Section No. 58, Province Lake Road to read as follows: 
Province Lake road shall be a class V highway a distance 
of one tenth mile from present Granite road, Section No. 
50 and shall end at the beginning of a small wooden bridge 
nearest the Granite road. 


Article 18.. To see if the Town will vote to abandon 
Section No. 128, Neal Road, a distance of .20 miles. 
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Article i9. To see if the Town will vote to abandon 
Section No. 159. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to abandon 
Section No. 89, Old East Side Road, a distance of approx- 
imately .56 miles. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to reclassify 
Section No. 98, that end of Thurley road leading from so 
called Harris homestead to 54 Moultonville, a distance of 
approximately three tenths mile, from class V to class VI. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to abandon 
Section No. 172 leading from 103 Pequawket Trail to Section 
No. 101, a distance of .08 miles. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to abandon 
Section No. 101, from 172 to end, a distance of .09 miles. 


Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to reclassify 
Section No. 173 from Class V to Class VI, a distance of .28 
miles. 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to reclassify 
Section No. 102 from Class V to Class VI, a distance of 
.23 miles. 


Article 26. To see if the Town will vote to reclassify 
Section No. 170, a distance of .23 miles, from Class V to 
Class VI. 


Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to abandon 
that Section of road leading from Route No. 171 to prop- 
erty of Russell Whiting Sr. 


Article 28. To see if the Town will vote to abandon 
that section of highway leading from Section No. 86 to 
residence of Francis Clougherty. 


Article 29. To see if the Town will vote to reclassify 
Section No. 157 to read as follows: Section No. 157 shall 
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be a class V highway from the northern entrance to a 
point of intersect by Section No. 158. From that point to 
the nearest corner of present Flag Gate Farm driveway, 
Section No. 157 shall be a Class VI Highway. The balance 
of Section No. 157 from corner of Flag Gate Farm shall be 
discontinued as a Town road. 


Article 30. To see if the Town will vote to relocate 
Section No. 56, running between residence of present 
EK. Milton Dow property and former Carrie Welch home- 
stead and to Section No. 80, Bennett Hill Road, approxi- 
mately 700 feet in a Northwesterly direction, the cost of 
said construction to be borne by E. Milton Dow. The Select- 
men then to accept new road only upon ascertaining that 
road conforms to specifications as stated under subdivision 
regulations. 


Article 31. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue 
Section No. 92, Old Hodsdon Shore road from Route No. 
16 to end. 


Article 32. To see if the Town will vote that hence- 
forth Town owned property of any nature, with a market 
value of ten dollars or more, will be sold by advertisement 
and acceptance of written bids. The exception to this 
being a sale by auction when the auction has been adver- 
tised. Advertisement shall mean the posting of notices in 
the public places when the Town Warrants are posted 
and the placing of advertisements in at least one paper 
distributed locally (Inserted by Petition). 


Article 33. To see if the Town will vote to direct 
that a study be made of the costs and desirability of 
having a Certified Public Accountant audit the books and 
activities of the Town Departments and Town Officers 
each and every year instead of having two Town Auditors. 
The meeting to decide whether the study should be made 
by the Selectmen or a Committee of voters and, if a Com- 
mittee, the size of the Committee and who will name the

Committee. The results of the study to be presented to 
next year’s Town meeting or to a Special Town Meeting 
if it is deemed practical to adopt the change before next 
year’s regular meeting. (Inserted by Petition).

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REPORT OF THE OSSIPEE PLANNING BOARD 


Throughout the year 1971 there were ten regular 
Planning Board Meetings held with a quorum and several 
meetings in which a quorum was not obtained. Most of 
the meetings consisted of discussions and planning of a 
proposed subdivision regulation for the town. After a con- 
siderable amount of investigation, planning and discussion 
a proposed subdivision regulation was agreed upon. It was 
then voted to present this proposal to the voters: 


A Public Hearing was held on May 27, 1971 to give 
the voters an opportunity to ask questions and discuss this 
proposal with the Board. There were 25 people in attendance 
in addition to the members of the Planning Board. Al- 
tnough the proposed regulations ‘were in no way a form 
of zoning, many of the voters felt that it was. and the 
Board attempted to clarify this misunderstanding. 


On June 17, 1971 a Special Town Meeting was held at 
which time these proposed subdivision regulations were 
vated upon. The vote was 84 For, 102 Against. 


At the Planning Board Meeting following the defeat 
of these regulations the opinions expressed by the mem- 
bers were that the public was not adequately informed 
and as a result believed that the proposed regulations were 
a form of zoning. In view of this the Board unanimously 
voted to continue studying these proposed subdivision 
regulations and to present them to the voters again at the 
regular Town Meeting in March 1972. It was felt that by 
that time the public would be aware that these regulations 
were merely to control the subdivision of land as it in- 
volves primarily the construction of roads and in no way 
a form of zoning or other controls.

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REPORT OF THE OSSIPEE POLICE DEPT. 1971 °°: 
To the Selectmen of Ossipee and Citizens of the Town: 


I would like to thank the Board of Selectmen and the 
Citizens of Ossipee for the valued support I have received 
since my taking over the Police Dept. in July. Without 
public support and cooperation the task would have been 
overwhelming. 


This report was done with the first six months being 
compiled from reports of previous Chiefs, and the next 
six months from my personal knowledge. 


In the period from Jan. 1, 1971 to July 8, there were 
11 arrests, 12 warnings, 8 checkups, 4 suspensions, 14 
defective equipment tags issued, and 36 aids rendered to 
motorists, 10,001 miles patroled, and 1099 hours worked 
by six part time men. 


- From July 8, 1971 to Dec. 31, there were 50 arrests, 
49 warnings, 90 checkups, 95 defective equipment tags 
issued, 5 suspensions, 22 aids rendered motorists, and 
23,345 miles patroled, with 2096 hours worked by one 
full time Chief and three part time men, also there were 
9 juvenile cases. 


There was a safety patrol started at the elementary 
school and with the cooperation of the Rotary Club, Police 
Dept., and school Principal there was safety equipment 
purchased for the patrol and procedures outlined. 


, On Dec. 15, 1971 the Town of Ossipee and the Police 
Dept. took possession of a 1972 Police cruiser. This was 
made possible with a grant from the New Hampshire 
Safety Agency. There also was equipment for the cruiser 
and the office that came under the same grant. 


There also was a grant from the Governor’s Crime 
Comm. for another full time police officer. Applications 
were requested and sent to twelve with eight returning 
applications and five candidates taking the written test 
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and oral exams, and as of Jan. 3, 1972 we now have two 
full time policemen. 


During the year we have had occasion to work with 
the County Sheriff Dept., and the State Police and have 
found them most willing to cooperate at all times. 


It has been a distinct pleasure serving as your Chief of 
Police this past year and with your continued support I 
look forward to many years of service to the Town of 
Ossipee, New Hampshire.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


LEST WE FORGET — IT CAN HAPPEN HERE 


Disastrous forest and brush fires that destroy hun- 
dreds of homes are more prevalent on the west coast with 
their dry seasons and strong dry hot winds but 25 years 
ago this fall is the anniversary of a disaster that devas- 
tated large areas of northern New England leaving vil- 
lages in ashes with rows of cellarholes and chimneys in 
a number of summer vacation home locations. Many lives 
were lost on that destructive day of October 238, 1947, 
nothing could stop the wind driven flames. 


It is true that such conditions are unusual for New 
Hampshire but they happened once, they can happen 
again. The fuel for fires is all around us. All it takes is 
a firebrand. Only by cultivating a habit of carefulness 
with fire at all times can we meet the challenge of pro- 
cection when dry conditions prevail. Please let these re- 
minders be your guide: 


1. Never, either when walking, riding or driving, 
discard a firebrand — a lighted match or a glowing cigar-

2. Always obtain a permit for any outside burning. 
The burning of household rubbish is not permitted if your 
town has rubbish collection. Burning of grass or garden 
litter can be dangerous. See your warden first. 


3. If you camp or picnic, be sure open fires are allow- 
ed and if they are, put them dead out when leaving. 


4. Most Important — instruct your children in the 
danger of the lighted match. A lighted match and dry grass 
or forest litter is a dangerous combination which ieads to 
destructive loss and can lead to tragedy. 


The past year - 1971 was a favorable year for the 
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control of fires. There were too many fire starts in some 
towns. We thank those who remembered and ask others 
to heed Smokey’s message.
